Only small patrol actions were 
reported across the 155-mlle ground 
front. 
The U 8 Eighth Army said three 
Communist platoons fired on U. N 
positions northwest of the punch 
bowl on the eastern front Sunday.

In the first air battle Monday 32 
F-86 Sabre Jets encountered about 
30 MIGS trying to break up a for­ 
mation of Allied fighter bombers on 
a rail cutting mission.

Just before noon 18 Sabre Jets 
raced to the rescue of another flight 
of fighter-bombers on being at­ 
tacked by 44 MIGs.

He reported most of Monday's ses­ 
sion was spent debating ‘limitations 
that might be placed on each side 
during an executive session ’’ 
The U N. proposed secret negotia­ 
tions Sunday in a move to speed 
agreement on a Korean armistice. 
As a preliminary step the Allies or­ 
dered an immediate partial news 
blackout on the prisoner talks. 
Hint Confidential Talk* 
An official Allied spokesman said 
U N negotiators felt preliminary dis­ 
cussions concerning off-the-record 
sessions should "be considered tor 
the time being at least in a quasi- 
confidential status." 
He declined to tell newsmen what 
the U N proposed. 
The prisoners’ exchange talks were 
postponed for three hours Monday 
at the request of the U N. command. 
There was no explanation. The ses­ 
sion adjourned at 5:10 pm. (3:10 
a m. EST i. 
Both sides have indicated unof- 
flcialy that off-the-record negotia­ 
tions might lead to a compromise 
agreement on the thomey issue of 
whether prisoners should be given 
the right to reject repatriation. This 
is the only issue blocking agreement 
on prisoner exchange. 
The U N. command said last week 
negotiators would be able to speak: 
freely in an executive session since 
their remarks would not be aired In 
the press. 
Fear New* Blackout 
Off-the-record negotiations would 
mean a virtual news blackout on Hie 
prisoner talks. Only the final agree­ 
ment—or lack of one—would be an­ 
nounced. 
Actually, however, newsmen never 
have been allowed to attend and only 
portions of the record have been 
opened to correspondents. 
News of the negotiations has come 
from official spokesmen, the dele­ 
gates themselves and from the of­ 
ficial U.N. command communique. 
Several times the first word of a 
major development has come from 
Communist correspondents at Pa li­ 
num jom. Last week the Red news­ 
men hinted that a truce might be 
signed by mid-April.

with war research by the University 
of Washington. 
The young victim, James Stanley 
Leedom, a freshman at Seattle uni­ 
versity, was one of 40 volunteers 
participating in the project seeking 
better ways to preserve whole blood. 
He died three clays after the in­ 
jection, despite every effort to save 
his life. 
Dr. Robert H. Williams, head of 
the University of Washington De­ 
partment of Medicine, said the 
blood 
became 
contaminated 
"by 
some phenomenon” after it had 
been refrigerated. 
"The only way we can explain it," 
said Dr. Williams, "is that the 
bacteria was able to grow in some 
manner while the blood wars at 


freezing temperature and not at 
body temperature.”

Clement A. Finch, associate proles- i 
sor of medicine in charge of hema­ 
tology at the university, said they 
would "gladly participate in the 
same experiment tomorrow.” 
They said the bacteria had not yet J 
been identified, but they believed it 
to be a saprophyte (any organism 
living on dead or decaying organic 
matter), which does not grow at 
body temperature but thrives when 
chilled. It produces shock and high 
fever. 
Tile project in which Leedom 
took part was started by the univer­ 
sity nine months ago as part of a 
nation-wide effort to find reserva- 
tives which would keep whole blood 
longer than the 21 days considered 
safe with the present use of acid 
citrate glucose. Several other labor­ 
atories in the country are conduct­ 
ing research along the same line.

Steel Wage Boost 
May End Controls 


Before you buy seeds for a Lib­ 
erty garden this spring, devote a 
few evenings to considering what 
vegetables you will grow, To so m e 
extent, the list will depend upon 
the amount of space you devote to 
this patriotic leisure-time activity. 
Heaviest yield from small spare 
can be obtained from vegetables of 
which we eat the leaves. These in­ 
clude 
the 
“greens" 
which 
are 
cooked, and the salad leaves, which 
are eaten raw. They yield so abun­ 
dantly they are usually overplanted. 
Next in food production, com­ 
pared to space occupied, are vege­ 
tables of which we eat tile roots, 
stems, or seed pods. Be et s, carrots, 
parsnips, broccoli, snap beans, tur­ 
nips and onions all give heavy 
yields, are rich in calorie value, 
vitamins and minerals. 
Don’t discard any of these on the 
theory that you do not like them, 
unless you have eaten them when 
half grown, fresh from the garden. 
This is an exiierience which only 
home gardeners can enjoy, and it 
will give anyone a new conception 
of how delicious vegetables can be. 
Vegetables which give the lowest 
return in food value for the space 
they occupy are those of which we 
eat the seed or fruits, such as mel- 
j ons, cucumbers, squash, sweet corn, 
peas, and lima beans. But lf you 
can grow these on stakes, trellises 
or fences, thus exploiting the air 
rights of your garden area, you can 
afford these luxury crops even in a 
small garden. 
Tomatoes should be grown in 
every garden, pruned and staked 
preferably, so they take up no more 
i soil space than carrots, yet yield 
abundantly over a long season. Cu­ 
cumbers, 
melons and 
pole 
lima 
beans are all good crops for train- 
: ing on a garden fence, where they 
yield well. 
A plan which keeps your garden 


will kill the pests. Because pica 
aphids are pale green in color, they 
I are often difficult to detect against 


J the light foliage. 
Many gardeners report that early 
peas are ravaged by a small white 
maggot that eats the germinating 
seed. This Is the seed coni maggot 
and not, as many persons believe, 
the cabbage root maggot. Use of 
fresh manure or even well rotted 
manure directly in the rows tend* 
to attract these pests. Shallow cov­ 
erage of the seed and rapid ger­ 
mination help to reduce the danger. 
There are no direct methods of 
combat. 
Year after year readers report, 
that 
birds 
ravage 
their 
garden 
peas, Of course, it is unwise as well 
as illegal to kill birds. But some 
scope of crop protection Is becom­ 
ing increasingly necessary. Last year 
, the editor experimented with the 
whirling strips of metallic-like pa­ 
per which many filling stations fea- i 
lured. In every test a few of these 
stretched across garden beds fright­ 
ened birds away. Tile idea is well 
worth a trial.

ti ROW PEAS EARLY AND LATE 
Garden peas are a cool weather 
crop, immune to light frosts, quick- 
maturing and highly 
productive. 
Few other vegetables bring greater 
gastronomic delight to the dining 
table in early summer than fresh 
peas directly from the home garden. 
The first planting should be made 
as early in March as soils can be 
made ready. 
Because peas develop long, deeply 
penetrating roots, planting them in* 
shallow or hard soils is a futile 
effort. They demand a deeply mel­ 
low, well drained, alkaline loam in 
all-day sunshine. If manure is avail­ 
able it can lie used wisely in prepar­ 
ing soil for peas, turned under as 
deeply as the loam permits. And of 
course, if there are any doubts about 
soil acidity, lime should be worked 
through the top soil before planting 
j time. 
One of the several keys to suc­ 
cessful 
I a* a culture is 
to make 
plantings at intervals of two to 
three weeks until early summer in 
: order to have a succession of fresh 
{>ea.s reaching edible size until hot 
weather arrives. Late production 
should be stressed to gain the ad­ 
vantages 
of 
ideal 
cool 
growing 
weather In late .summer and early 
fall. 
Even dwarf sorts of garden peas 
require some type of support to hold 
the vines up from contact with the 
ground. Brush is still useful for 
this purpose or numerous types of 
trellises may be utilized. 
In addition tx) a naturally fertile 
loam and livestock manure already 
advised, peas need commercial fer­ 
tilizer, something near a 4-12-4 mix­ 
ture, broadacst and worked into the 
top soil at the rate of 800 to 1,000 
pounds per acre or 2 to 21 i pounds 
to IOO square feet. After growth is 
well started one or more side dress­ 
ings with nitrate of soda usually 
pay big dividends in faster growth 
and increased yields. This should be 
worked carefully into the soil on 
each side of the row without coming 
into contact with the foliage, stems 
or roots. 
To prolong the bearing season, 
pods should not be allowed to rii>en 
| on the plants. In other words, if 


I peas are kept picked close, the 
plants will continue to bear several 
weeks longer.
